doced in Congress it was antagonized 
by James G. Blaine, then Secretary of 
State, who said that it would not make 
a market for one more barrel of pork 
or sack of flour. Mr. Blaine tbeu pro- 
posed reciprocity, that is a free inter- 
change of commodities between the 
United States and the Central and 
South American States. 
The advo- 


cates of theMcKiuIey bill incorporated 
the reciprocity clause proposed by Mi, 
Blaine in tbe measure and it became a 
law. A few of the Souih American 
Republics availed themselves of the 
reciprocity clause and br proclamation 
of President l/arrisou, commodities 
from those countries were admitted 
free of duty. 


Now Seuor Doinmguez, Charge cl'Af- 


f.iira of the Argentine Republic ut 
Washington, sends a communication 
the United States Senate bearing upon 
the relations bet ween the United States 
and the Argentine Rapublic as affected 
by the tariff it is proposed to place on 
wool under the Dingley revenue tariff 
bill. To prevent an interruption of 
the good feeling now existing between 
the two countries and to avoid dis- 
turbing commercial relations, he asks 
whether it could not be suggested in 
considering tho bill, that the duty 
should not apply to South America 
He suggests that wool importations 
from South America are comparatively 
small aud instances the statement of 
the National Wool Growers' Associa- 
tion that 
their chief complaint is 


against Australian wools. He suggests 
thut the desired ends could be accom- 
plished by exempting South Ameru-ciu 
countries from the operations of the 
bill, and adds that in this way the re- 
lations of the United States with ?it,ter 
Republios would not be atfected. The 
Argentine Republic would supply to a 
moderate extent the wants of this 
market while the United States would 
take advantage of the field opened to 
American manufactures. 


Senor Dommguez also calls attention 


to the fact that the principal European 
pdtious admit South American wool 
free of duty and asks if CongrebB de- 
sire* friendly aud close relations be- 
tween this country and other American 
States, how it can pass a measure 
which will exclude from this market 
the products of South American ccniu- 
triet? 


As Mr. Blaine is in his grave, the 


Maine statesman now in the ascend- 
ancy in Washington will probably pay 
very little attention to his reciprocity 
scheme, which seema to be (is dead as 
its originator, and the attempt of Senor 
Dominguez to resuscitate it will doubt- 
less prove unavailing. However as his 
communication has been referred to 
the Finance Committee of the Senate 
it may be heard from again in that 
body. By a reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands their sugar product 
was admitted free when the duty on 
sugar from other countries was two 
cents per pound, and a similar treaty 
regarding wool may be made with the 
Argentine Republic.

The year 1896 of the Christian era 


has dawned, and let us hops that to 
each and all it will prove a brighter, 
more prosperous and happier year than 
that which expired at midnight. 


The custom of celebrating the New 


Year is general and ante-dates Chris- 
tianity. It was observed by the Hebrews 
and other Oriental people in the remote 
past. The Romans dedicated the first 
day of the year to Janus, for whom 
they named the first month of the 


^ *• "JF«afr~~TTie~ge§--lvas represented with 


two faces, the one dart and gloomy, as 
an emblem of the history of tbe past; 
the other bright and smiling, as a 
symbol of a promising future. Kome 
a!gj introduced the custom of making 
presents on the first day of the year, 
which at flrsc were flowers, which sub- 
sequently gave place to gifts of gold, 
silver and jewols, limited only by tbe 
purse or fancy of the giver. This cus- 
tom is becoming obsolete in the United 
States, probably because of the hard 
times and scarcity of money. 


The year 1896 will be an eventful one 


ia the United States. A President is to 
be elected who will administer the 
laws for four years and a Congress 
which will enact laws for two years. As 
the business depression which prevails 
throughout the country is attributed 
by many well-informed persons to the 
financial legislation which has demone- 
ti'md the oldest money metal of which 
there is record, it behooves the people 
to consider whether it is their duty as 
citizens of this great Republic to sus- 
tain thjs legislation by voting for the 
parties that are responsible for it. If 
the masses give this matter due con- 
consideration and act for their own in- 
terests the year 1897 will dawn upon 
the country with brighter prospectp 
than any New Year since 1873.

j-itched our camp at a spring OLI the in- 
ble lauds of the ridge dividing Ojal from 
Santa Clara valley. 
About tlio spring 


stands a large grove of live oaks. 
In 


one uf thfi'o not far from the tent door 
a pair of woodpecker.-? had for years no 
donbt mado their dwelling place. Some- 
what shy of us at first, the birds in a 
fow days paid litilo attention to our 
pre=ence. 
It 
frequently 
amused ua 


of e: sultry afternoon as wo lounged up- 
on the buffalo robes laid on the shaded 
grass io observe tho bird1! with whoso 
labors the warmth appeared to have lit- 
tle to do. 


Wo had camped thuo a weeii or ten 


days when before d:\yLucak due morning 
wo he<ud a commotion about the home 
of cur suiid neighbor. 
Our attention 


yns attracted by their bhnll ontcvia*- 
aud the whir of Theit wings' tiiuoiig tne 
branches overhead. 
It had no sooner 


grown light enough to see than wa 
pushed back tho flap of the tout clooi 
and peered ont to r.sceitaiu the cause of 
disturbance. 


It soon became apptueiit that .1 little 


tecolote, or ground owl, nt tho approach 
of day had taken lodging in the hollow 
occupied by the woodpeckers, to their 
constpanatiou. 
But the leturu of day 


brought courage to the rightful owners, 
and they lesolutely set r.bont finding 


eaud to eject the mvader. 
They tried 


bluffing awhile ubcrat tho only aperture 
to the hollow trc°, but to little purpose, 
other than to cruise the tecoloto to peck 
at them when they appearpd to be about 
to tlmist themselves m. 


At last, finding that neither threats 


nor entreaties were likely to bo effect- 
ive, and ic'ijlved that if thoy were to 
be depnvi d of their homo it would be 
tho last of that tyrannical owl, tha 
woodpcckei.s brought presently 
from 


another part of tho grove an oak ball of 
the size of the aperture, and, driving it 
tightly into the hole, withdrew to an- 
other hollow tree, leaving the bird of 
prey hermetically sealed up.
